conventional organized criminal 
groups. 

The attorney general gave the 
Chinese gangs Prime recognition 
in a list of organized crime activi- 
ties. He said that the gangs engage 
in murder,burglary, and the extor- 
tion of food, money, and services- 

He reported that at least 100 
gang-type killings have occurred

Publicity about revenue sharing into the background. City 
officials might be happy with this development，because 
they can allocate monies for their own pet projects while 
citing the apathy of the Chinese community. 

It 1s up to the broad spectrum of the community that got 
behind Chinatown housing to regroup quickly and put for- 
ward Chinatown priorities at tomorrow?”s meeting. Repre- 
sentatives of the left and right should be able to get behind 
census and health agency data to push for a fair share of the 
money for Chinatown. If they can't it's time to get new

Your October 11 issue incorrect- 
ly titled an article “1st resident 
condominium”(p. 7, col.5). 

The first Chicago Chinatown 
condo is at 222 W. 22nd Place and 
has been occupied for over a year 
now， It has the only elevator in 
the community (a requirement for 
any buildqing over three stories). 
This is a four-story，16-unit struc- 
ture，with 15 owners. The apart- 


ments are all two-bedroom, except . 
for one two-room apartment. 


There is parking under the build- 
ing for ten cars. 

Mr. Joe Hong, of Portland, Ore.， 
had the building erected for apart- 
ments，but the rental was So high 
thatthe contractor-seller was hard- 
pressed to fill it. As soon as the 
building was changed to a condo- 
minium，however，all the apart- 
ments were Purchased quickly. 

The 222 Gondo residents cap- 
sulize the broad range of Chinese 
in America. Surprisingly, there is a 
genuine spirit of comity and com- 
Patibility. The generation and cul- 
tural gaps are .bridged by open 
comrmunication. Perhaps the uni- 
fying factor has been the common 
Problems faced in the purchase of 
anew dwelling. 

It had been hoped that a park 
would be set up where the new 
condos and townhouses_ are now 
being built， The city had taken 
away the only park in the com- 
munity for expressway extension 

Instead of having a Park re- 
Placed，the  _ community leaders 
opted for housing. This is about 
the only plot of land available in 
Chinatown，and the new buildqings 
will complete the southern bor- 
der of Chinatown. As was pointed 
out，housing here is desperate. 
Slum landlords ask fantastic rents 
一 and get it. 

Italians，remnants of the old Al 
Capone days, and some Mexicans， 
still occupy homes within China- 
town，The feeling is that they 
would rather have Chinese as 
neighbors than have blacks move 
in on them. The blacks live across 
the expressway in the location of 
the infamous St，Valentine's Day 
Massacre, 

There is a large group of Chinese 
who live in the north side of Chi- 
cago. Since the Hip Sing Associa- 
tion recently purchased a block of 


buildings up north，it is assumed 


a second Chinatown will develop 


in that area.

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Cranstfon speaks af Asian fefe

LOS ANGELES 一 The re-elec- 
fion of President Nixon will guar- 
antee four more years of war 
abroad and neglect at home，S$Sen. 
Alan Cranston (D-Cal.) told nearly 
1,000 Asian-Americans at a dinner 
here Thursday night. 

“If Mr. Nixon's four-year failure 
to achieve peace in Southeast Asia 
is ratified by the American people 
Tuesday，then we might very well 
face four more years of conflict 
there,” Cranston said. 

“Four years ago, Mr. Nixon said， 
in effect, “Trust me，let me be 
President，for I have a plan for 
Peace Now he says he's negotiat- 
ing for peace. But as long as the 
war is on，he has the option of 
continuing the bombing，the 
bloodshed，and suffering over 
there.” 

Cranston， 0 in support of 
Sen. George McGovern of South 
Dakota，the Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee,， declared that 这 Mec- 
Govern js elected，'“I have mo 
doubt that he would put a swift 
and sure ending to thjis war.” 

In reference to the negotiations 


between Henry Kissinger, Nixon?s 
Special assistant for national secu- 
rity affairs，and the North Viet- 
namese， which _ indicate that a 
cease-fire and settlement is close 
to _ achievement， Cranston said， 
“Despite ,our prayers，the war is 
not over this , week, nor will it end 
before the election，nor maybe 
after the election.” 

The senator was the featured 
speaker at a “thousand-dollar?” 
dinner sponsored by Asian-Ameri- 
cans for” McGovermn，for which 
nearly 1,000 people paid $10 a 
Plate. 

George Takei，“Mr. Sulu”of the 
“Star Trek”TV series, was master 
of ceremonies for the evening. 

Prominent Asian-American po- 
litical 和 gures included As2mbly- 
woman March Fong (D-Oakland)， 
who said,“Asian-Americans must 
become more politically active， 
and the Democratic Party and 
George McGovern best serve_ our 
jnterests.”

nor，also 3a Prospective candidate 
for mayor;i and Dennis Weaver， 
star of “Gunsmoke.” 


ADMINISTRATIVE JOB 
PLAN KILLED BY COURT 


The San Francisco School Dis- 
trict's ten-month-old Plan to hire 
more minorities for administrative 
jobs was killed October 31 by 
order of a federal district court. 

In a strongly worded decision， 


Judsge Samuel Conti said the 
School Board's “affirmative acC- 
tion” policy “discriminated ” 


against whites. That， policy calls 
for the hiring and promotion of 
minority administrators to reflect 
proportionately the racial make- 
upiof the student Population. 

The suit，which was brought by 
white_ administrators，dealt only 
with administrators and left alone 
the affirmative action program for 
teachers，

Ho and Leung are just two of 
32 students in the same position， 
enrolled in the Manpqower Devel- 
opment and Training Act (MDTA) 
Program，administered by the fed- 
eral Department of Labor and 
located at 1485 Market St. here in 
San Francisco- 


SCREENED FIRST -~ 

The students are first screened 
by the Chinatown Human Re- 
sources Development before being 
referred to the ESL program. With 
an average age of 41, they receive 
a stipend of $5 per dependent Per 
week for going to school. Many of 
them work part-time at night in 
order to support their families. 

Henry Liu，one of the English 
language instructors at the center， 
said the drop-out rate is practi- 
cally zero. 

“The students are motivated， 
but the skills they brought with 
them from Hong 玫 ong are not 
transferable to this labor market，” 
Liu said. 

Speaking of one dentist，Liu 
said he knew he would never Prac- 
tice in his line of work again . 

“They are realistic. They know 
that coming to the U.S3. means 
they will never get the same Posi- 
tions they had in their native 
country,”Liu said. 

WHY DO THEY COME3? 

Then why do they come?

“We need employers to be more 
sympathetic and supportive of this 
Program. Students and graduates 
would like to get into clerical and 
janitorial-type jobs”Wong said. 

By December，the skills center 
will have an enrollment of 60 stu- 
dents, said 开 sSu. Every three weeks 
a new class starts，until four new 
classes are under way during the 
school year，which just started. 

The plea is out for students like 
Leung and Ho. What the skills 
center needs for its students are 
more job opportunities for its 
graduates. 

The only realistic hope for most 
of the students js to getajob asa 
walter or a maid in ahotel, or as a 
janitor or a cook in a restaurant.
